1972 with a large store of arms, 
denied the charges.

OIL TALKS BEGIN 
WITHOUT FRANCE 


WASHINGTON. Disregarding 
the objections of France, the first 
follow-up meeting of the Washing- 
ton energy conference began here 
yesterday with diplomats from 12 
nations working to organize a co- 
ordinating group of major oil con- 
sumer , countries. 

All but one of the 12 countries: 
seven Common Market members, 
Canada, Norway, Japan and the 
US., are represented by high-rank- 
ing government ἶ . Liuxem- 
bourg, the eighth Common Market 
Member, is represented by its am- 
bassador to Washington. 

US. officials said they were satis- 
fied by the level of foreign repre- 
sentation. There had been rumours 
EEC members would dispatch low- 
Jevel diplomats as an effort to as- 
suage France, which had opposed 
formation of the coordinating group 
and refused to participate. 

Originally the meeting was to 
have been a two-day affair but 
there were proposals at the open- 


ing to finish it yesterday. 

U.S. officials said they were not 
interested in the question whether 
yesterday’s meeting should be re- 

as the first session of the 
group or only a preliminary to the 
first session, as reportediy suggest- 
ed by Common Market partici- 
pants. 

“As we said, the meeting is or- 
ganizational, to deal with proced- 
ures and not with substance... You 
mame the meeting whatever you 
want,” one American official told a 
newsman, 

Another oil conference began yes- 
terday in Bangkok. Offitials of 36 
countries, mainly from Asia and the 
Pacific region, began a week-long 
conference to explore ways of deai- 
ing with the energy crisis. 

The conference, opened by Thai 
Industry Minister Osoth Kosin, is 
being held under the auspices of 
the U.S. economic commission for 
Asia and the Far Hast (Hcafe).

The fact is, that the 
world oi] demand-supply position is 
once again more or less balanced.

While govern- 
ments and the news media panick- 
ed, market forces worked, managers 
reappraised their plans, consumers 
adjusted themselves, and before long 
it turned out that there are πὸ 
takers for crude ofl beyond a cer 
tain price level. 

The Japanese Mitsubishi 
pany which had purchased 
from Nigeria at a peak price of 
$22.60 per barrel, subsequently can- 
celled the contract. Growing: sales 
resistance is also reported from 
other quarters. Some observers feel 
that France may have been foolish 
in massive long term deals 
for crude at the prevailmg price 
level. In any case, the of] com- 
panies have probably learned thelr 
lesson. Faced with the alternative 
of direct government oj] deals 
(bypassing them), and no (longer 
sure of being able to pass any 
price hike on to the consumer, 
the companies may be more cau- 
tious in bidding against each other 
for the benefit of oil producers. 

This may or may not mean that 
erude oil prices will decline in the 
course of time, because the role 
of oil in the world economy is under- 
going a profound change. Its do- 
minant position as a source of 
energy (45 per cent in the U.S, 62 
per cent in Western Europe, 75 per 
cent in Japan) will doubtless drop 
as other sources — coal, gas, nu- 
clear, etc. — are increasingly re- 
sorted to. The dependence of Eu- 
rope — and ly of Japan — 
on Imported ofl will decline (by one 
half in the “mid-eighties, accord- 
ing to a recent OECD forecast). 
On the other hand, the use of oil 
for chemical processing is likely to 
increase in importance as a price 
factor. 

All these, however, are relatively 
long-range processes. What is now
